The first November mails arrived here on Fri- 
day, and the London Journals are to the 6th of the 
Month, but the intelligence they bring is of very 
trifling importance. Of the war in the East, the 
accounts are, for the moment, decidedly in favor 
of the Russians. ‘The following paragraph will 
give the best view of the state of affairs :— 

“ The continental journals were most lamenta- 
bly out, with regard to the retreat of the Russian 
forces from before Schumla and Varna. The lat- 
ter place has fallen, not so much however, from 


the valour of the assailants, as from the treachery | 


of the second commander of that important for 
tress, Youssiff Pacha, who betrayed his trust, lis 
tened to the promise of the Emporor, induced hf 
troops to throw down their arms, and left nothigh 
to the brave Captain Pacha, but to retreat into te 
citadel, and thence to the corps of Omer Vrior.
